Paris in the Jast 72 hours have not at- 
tempted to minimize the seriousness of the 
situation confronting the Allied forces in 
France and Belgium and that part of Holland 
not dominated by the enemy.

On November 3, 1861, a time 
great national crisis, when he 
was Lincoln Secretary of the 
Treasury, Mr. Chase wrote to Di 
rector of the Mint Pollock at Phil 
adelphia, “No nation can be strong 
except in the strength of God, or 
safe except in His defence. The 
tryst of our people in God should 
be declared on our national coins.” 

With these words went an 
order to put a religious motto on 
some of our coins, and so in 1862 
new half dollars and half eagles 
appeared bearing the words, “God 
}Our Trust.” In 1863 came tw 
|}cent pieces with these words oi 
them, and in 1864 the religious 
legend was changed to the pres 
ent one, “In God We Trust.” 
After 1883 the words were left 
off our nickels, although appear 
ing continuously on all--of-our 
silver and gold coins.
